Norman Auchterlonie ne: er worked 
on a boat or in a shipyard, but he 
builds schooners and other Sailing 
ships right here in Andover. 

Mr. Auchterlonie, 72, of 76 Red 
Spring Road, is a paraplegic who has 
been confined to a wheelchair for the 
last 12 years. He had planned to spend 
his retirement working in his yard, but 
the wheelchair changed all that. Realiz- 
ing he’d need something to occupy his 
time, his three children 10 years ago 
bought him a kit for making wooden 
ships, and to date he has made more 
than a dozen of them. 

“T had to do something,” Mr. 
Auchterlonie says. 

Boats like the ones he builds can sell 
for up to $1,000, but Mr. Auchterlonie 
gives his away, mostly to his children,

The winter was long and hard 

and our son Alex had a sore throat 
it seemed all through the season. 
At our last visit to the pediatrician, 
the doctor suggested a 
tonsillectomy. She made arrange- 
ments for the Day Surgery team at 
Lawrence General to do the 
procedure. Off we went ona 
bright and sunny Tuesday morning 
in early spring. The staff made 
Alex feel special. They understood 
that while this might be one of 
hundreds of tonsillectomies they'd 
do this year, 
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Robert Boush, who did some of the 
wood work on Mr. Auchterlonie’s 
house, has two of his ships, one on 
either side of his fireplace. 

Mr. Auchterlonie was born and 
brought up in Andover. As a child, he 
lived in a house across the street from 
where he lives now and he used to 
build kayaks and use them on the 
Shawsheen River. 

“All the kids around here did.” he 
said, 

A 1940 Andover High School gradu- 
ate, he was an Andover firefighter 
from 1950-1978, worked for contractor 
Bateson Enterprises Inc., then, when 
his legs started getting bad, worked at 
Compugraphic in Wilmington for three 
years, retiring in 1983, 

It took doctors three years to find 
out What was wrong with his legs. 
They suspected a tumor in the spine 
was putting pressure on the spinal 
chord, but when they finally operated 
that’s not what they found. It was Arte- 
rio Venous Malformation, in which 
blood vessels crush the spinal chord. In 
some cases, it can be corrected and the 
sufferer might end up using a cane, But 
it took too long to diagnose in Mr. 
Auchterlonie’s case, and he ended up

which he can focus his energy, 
Starter kit 

Mr. Auchterlonie is currently work- 
ing on The Grimsby, an English frigate 
from 1649, 

He orders kits through a magazine 
at a cost of $100 to $200 each, and they 
come from places like Italy and Spain. 

He spends six months to a year 
building each model, Along with the 
blueprints come strips of various kinds 
of wood - like walnut for the hull — for 
decking, cabins, masts and hardware. 
The hardest part is the rigging. 

He uses a heating tool and water to 
bend the strips of walnut for the hull. 
Once the pieces are fitted, he glues 
them into place. The glue is not water- 
proof in most cases, so the finished 
ships are not seaworthy. 

“They'd sink,” Mr. Auchterlonie 
says. 

A friend who was into ship building 
helped him get started, giving him tips 
to save time, money and frustration, 
He works two to three hours every 
morning ship building, then breaks to 
read in the afternoon,

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A partnership in science education

or the last four years, a 

small company nestled in a 

corner of Andover has been 
quietly helping science education 
move into the 21st century. Bisai 
Research Institute and Andover 
public schools have formed a 
partnership that is advancing the 
quality of Andover’s science cur- 
riculum., 

Eisai Research Institute is a 
pharmaceutical research compa- 
ny with its principal expertise in 
Synthetic organic chemistry. 
According to Constance Kokubo 
of Kisai, “In the fall of 1990, Eisai 
Was new to Andover and wanted 
to demonstrate the company’s 
commitment to the local commu- 
nity and to science education in 
general. Since we had a small 
budget for donations, our presi- 
dent chose to commit it to 
Andover public schools and work 
with them to have an effect.” 

The first year, Bisai funded 
teacher training and the pur- 
chase of science equipment, 
including a new hands-on mini- 
ecosystem called GrowlLab.

Town appeals Sunderland award 


By Don Staruk 

The town is appealing a July arbi- 
tration decision that awarded former 
Andover police officer Frederick 
Sunderland an additional $37,148.62 
in retirement pay. 

“Our feeling at the very least is 
that we ought to put in the appeal,” 
Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
said last week. “It’s a lot of money, 
It’s a big issue.” 


The dispute revolved around the 
actual date of Mr. Sunderland’s 
retirement, and the amount of termi- 
nal leave pay owed him. The town, 
(and a previous court decision, 
according to Mr. Stapezynski), says 
Mr. Sunderland owes up to $72,000 
for benefits he received over and 
above what he was due, according to 
Mr. Sunderland. He contends, and 
the arbitrator in August agreed, that 


the town cannot recoup those funds, 
Mr. Sunderland said the town’s effort 
to collect that money is “frivolous 
and unlawful.” 

“LT really don’t think this is profes- 
sional management. I think this is 
personal,” Mr, Sunderland said last 
week, 

Brian Decker, attorney for the 
police patrolmen’s union, said the 
town's appeal is an attempt to vacate 
the arbitrator’s award to Mr. Sunder- 
land. 


“We will answer their complaint 
and move to have the award upheld,” 
Mr. Decker said. “The problem here 


is that it is a significant waste of 


town resources to appeal this award. 
The complaint lacks merit and has 
been filed only to delay the proceed- 
ings. We are going to ask that the 
court award attorney’s fees and sanc- 


tions against the town for filing this 
frivolous suit.” 
History 

Mr. Sunderland served as an 
Andover police officer for more than 
16 years before he was placed on 
injured-on-duty leave in May 1988 as 
a result of psychological problems. 
The town attempted to retire Mr. 
Sunderland from the force in 1989, 
but disagreement regarding the type 
of retirement, whether it was an acci- 
dental or ordinary disability, 
between the town’s retirement board 
and the state retirement system 
began problems with the retirement. 


After years of arbitration and var- 
ious court decisions, Mr. Sunderland 
is now retired with an accidental dis- 
ability pension of $30,896.16 annual- 
ly, which is 72 percent of his salary 
at the time of his retirement.

50 Years Ago, Sept. 21, 1944 


A hurricane, for the second time 
in six years, struck Andover last 
Thursday night, doing little more 
than leaving local residents wonder- 
ing whether the thing had just been 
over-publicized and over-radioized or 
whether perhaps the first hurricane 
back in 1938 had removed everything 
removable, leaving very little prey 
for the 1944 one. 

Andover went to bed Thursday 
night after waiting for the big blow 
which from earlier accounts was to 
have hit this area from five o’clock 
on. Andover awoke Friday morning, 
a bit in the disappointed side; the big 
blow had come and gone, leaving 
very little daylight traces of its pow- 
er. Nighttime, however, proved that 
both its power and the electrie power 


had gone about the same time. Siz- 
able areas of the town are without 
lights, radio, clocks, ice cubes and 
other modern conveniences for a cou- 
ple of nights — and you couldn’t even 
call anybody up to say how disap- 
pointed you were because many of 
the phones were out. 


25 Years Ago, Sept. 25, 1969 


With the coming of fall, the prob- 
lem of smoldering fires from»the 
burning of leaves adds to the ever- 
present air polution nuisance. Many 
of our residents are afflicted with 
allergies and this smoke adds greatly 
to their discomfort. The Board of 
Health strongly urges the citizens of 
Andover to place the accumulation of 
leaves on the side of the road where 
the highway department will soon 
pick them up with the leaf vacuum 
and deposit them in the dump. 

Two additional items will face the 
voters at the special town meeting, 
Oct. 6, one of which the town is obli- 
gated to pass. The selectmen incliftied 
in a supplemental warrant Monday 
night, an article calling for $15,000 to 
provide overtime pay for the fire- 
fighters. Another article calls for 
$20,000 to complete water lines to the 
new Raytheon industrial complex on 
Lowell street. 


10 Years Ago, Sept. 27, 1984 

For the first time since 100 percent 
re-valuation was completed in 
Andover, the selectmen are thinking 
about setting a lower tax rate for resi- 
dential property-owners — letéing 
business, commercial and industrial 
taxpayers bear a heavier share of the 
tax burden.

Varsity football kicks off Coach Collins’ 35th

The decision wasn't made until three 
days before the game, but the Andover High 
football coaching staff looked like geniuses 
after the Golden Warriors nailed down an 
impressive 21-6 victory over non-league foe 
Leominster in the season opener at Lovely 
Field. 

Head Coach Dick Collins’ 210th career 
victory was Andover’s second straight 
opening win and its third in the last four 
years, 

Andover faced a puzzling but pleasant 
spre-season dilemma when sophomore Brian 
Tisbert, and seniors Pete Daniels and Eric 
Thompson, all looked good at quarterback. 

As opening day approached, a decision 
on a starter had to be made. 

Tisbert was given the nod, but that was 
no slight to Daniels and Thompson who are 
more valuable to the team at linebacker and 
running back-safety, respectively, 

“The Leominster game was the first time 
Tisbert ran the show from the start,” said 
Coach Collins. “The three split time in all 
our scrimmages. But it was an issue that 
had to be resolved. 

“It boiled down to our need to have 
Daniels as fresh as possible for defense. 
Peter's our key man because he ealls the 
defensive signals. 

“He’s not a huge kid (5'9”, 160) and it 
would be a mistake to make Daniels play a 
dual role at two key positions like quarter 
back and linebacker. If he played safety it 
might be a different story,” explained 
Collins, 

“We looked at the season as a whole and 
figured it would be too big a risk to play 
Daniels at quarterback. If we lose him to 


injury, the defense is in trouble. 

“Tisbert is a terrific alternative and 
Thompson would be wasted at quarterback 
because he’s our top running back.” 

All three players contributed stellar per- 
formances against traditional Central Mass, 
Division I power Leominster, 

Tisbert completed 6-of-13 passes for 116 
yards and one touchdown, and he also 
caught one 16-yard option toss from Thomp- 
son and booted three perfect extra point 
placements. 

Thompson rushed the ball 22 times for 
102 yards, and threw the key block to spring 
senior tight end Scott Savage loose on an 
electrifying first-minute touchdown play. 

Daniels anchored the defense with some 
solid hits as the Golden Warriors held 
Leominster off the board until the fourth 
quarter, limiting the Blue Devils to four 
first downs 130 yards total offense from 
scrimmage. 

“Brian (Tisbert) came through in great 
fashion,” said Collins, “His 6-for-13 could 
easily have been 10-for-13. Four of the pass- 
es were on the money and dropped. Efficien- 
cy-wise he couldn't have thrown the ball 
much better. 

“We didn't score in the second half, but it 
wasn’t because of a letdown (21-0 lead). A 
couple of good drives were stalled by penal- 
ties,” noted Coach Collins 

“That disturbed me and so did our kick 
(special teams) coverage. Leominster had 
145 return yards and that's not good.”

Hall Library displayed a painting the 
artist described as celebrating the writ- 
ten word as art and art as the written 
word. Across 40 white canvases, a sin- 
gle sentence from James Joyce’s 
Finnegan's Wake was painted in black 
acrylic. 

# Books, after all, are simply lines of 
text on the page. Only when these lines 
are viewed in a specific way — as 
descriptive words — do images form in 
the mind. 

Similarly, one of Mr. Sullivan’s larg- 
er, current paintings appears at first 
glance to be a jungle of differently- 
darkened gray lines and curves. But 
when one looks more closely at the 
painting’s lines, the image of two dogs 
walking through a forest becomes evi- 
dent. 

“There’s a lot of different levels at 
which it’s composed. If I’d perceived it 
as dogs in the woods then all I'd be giv- 
ing you is the same picture that’s been 
done for 200 years. Once you do those, 
you’re done,” said Mr. Sullivan. “I’ve 
been trying to learn the rules, to give 
you a sense of how the mind operates. 
Without its labels it’s a far more lively 
place and a far more interactive place.’ 

The dogs in the woods is an image 
from one of 13 photographs that Mr 
Sullivan said he will work on for “the 
rest of my life.” Mr. Sullivan plans to 
concentrate on the same handful ot 
images in his paintings and drawings, 
approaching them in a different way 
each time.

illusion, so you see all the elements 
that give you the illusion,” he said, “ I 
want you to see the painting in the con- 
text from which it derived and then 
you see what it moved to.” 

As a way of bringing art to the gen- 
eral public, Mi. Sullivan encourages 
the creation and sale of art-work 
prints, less expensive, reproduced 
images of original paintings. Through 
this means, he hopes people will be 
able to own and discuss the same paint- 
ings much as they might a popular 
movie. 

However, while he associates a 
myth with each of his painted images, 
Mr. Sullivan said, “The only thing we 
have close to mythical things today are 
Clint Mastwood and Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, and they don’t quite 
do it in the same way.” 

Mr. Sullivan has been working for 
12 years on the image of two ducks at 
the pond near the intersection of 
Argilla Road and Andover Street. He 
links the ducks, one of which is walk- 
ing out of the pond and one of which 
appears to be swimming away, with 
the mythical Orpheus and Eurydice, 
respectively 

In the myth, Orpheus journeys to 
the underworld to bring back Bury 


dice. He is allowed to leave with her, as 
long as he does not turn around to 
make sure she is still there, Just as he 


about to leave the land of death, he 
turns around and his love is lost. 


Nearly all of Mr. Sullivan's beloved

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Shared mealtime is 
prize recipe for togetherness 


Families looking for a way to strengthen 
ties and increase happiness should dine 
together more often, a new study reports. 
According to the Kraft Cheese Family 
Study, American families who share meals 
together are happier in many aspects of life 
than those who don’t, 

The study surveyed nearly 2,000 people 

about their values and attitudes toward a 
number of lifestyle issues including rela 
tionships, priorities, personal happiness, 
quality of life as well as eating habits. The 
extensive study findings provide a “snap 
shot” of American families today and the 
important issues affecting them 

“It’s not surprising that the families who 
share more food experiences together are 
the happiest,” said Robyn Flipse, M.S., R.D. 
“Mealtime provides families with an excel 
lent opportunity to communicate with each 
other and update family members on what 
is happening in each other's lives, It’s also a 
great time to coach family members about 
nutrition and encourage better eating 
habits.” 

The survey identified pizza as the num- 
ber one food for bringing people together. 
“Serving meals made with favorite ingredi- 
ents, is a sure-fire way to bring the family 
to the table for a nutritious and nurturing 
occasion,” said Flipse. 

Mindings also categorized those respond: 
ing into five distinct life style segments. 
The largest group “Connectors” (32 percent 
of households), believes most strongly that 
meals play an important role in creating 
quality family time. Not only do “Connec- 
tors” report that a good meal can be the cat- 


alyst for togetherness, they eat togethe 
more often than any other group. In addi 
tion to “Connectors,” the other family 
ments are 

> *Preservers” (30 percent) This very dis 
ciplined and orderly group believes in liv- 
ing “according to plan” and feels strongly 
about eating three square meals a day 

* Strivers” (22 percent) This group, with 
a high proportion of younger families and 
single male-headed households, feels dis 
connected from their families. In addition 
Whether married or single the “Strivers” 
feel that their families provide them with 
little emotional support. 

* “No-Timers” (12 percent) This group 
has a significant interest in the foods their 
kids eat and aspire toward the idea of fami 
ly togetherness, even if they are not able to 
attain it. ““No-Timers” are burdened by the 
responsibility of caring for a family with 
limited resources, They recognize the value 
of mealtime for creating family together 
ness but lack time, money and support to 
live up to that ideal. 4 

> “Strugglers” (4 percent) This small 
group says the family is not their source of 
joy and feels no connection to neighbors or 
their community. Overall, they are strug 
gling with all aspects of their lives 

The study also found that 85 percent of 
Americans report that they are proud of 
their family and 59 percent list family mem 
bers as their best friends. In addition, 
despite the burdens facing American fami 
lies today, the majority report their families 
to be loving (71 percent), supportive (70 per 
cent) and happy (66 percent).

Here’s a fun project to do with children. Dinosaurs are “in” and it’s easy to find 
dinosaur cookie cutters, but these cookies will taste just as good in any shape, You will 
|be pleasantly surprised with this recipe because it adjusts to your schedule. The ingre 
dients might be mixed and refriger 
ate the dough one day; cut and bake 
the next day (be sure to let dough 
soften at room temperature before 
rolling out.) 

Dinosaur Cookies 

Yield: 12-20 dinosaurs 
2 cup granulated sugar 
1/2 cup brown sugar 
1/2 cup butter (1 stick), softened 
1/2 cup peanut butter 
1/2 teaspoon vanilla 

1 egg 

1 cup all purpose flour 

1/2 cup whole wheat flour 

3/4 teaspoon baking powder* 

1/4 teaspoon salt* 

2 cup chocolate chips 

*Self-rising flour instead of all purpose 
can be used; omit baking powder and salt. 

Directions: In large mixing bowl, beat sugars and 
butter until light and fluffy. Add peanut butter, vanilla and egg: mix until smooth. Com | 
bine flours baking powder and salt in small bowl. Gradually add flour mixture to sugar 
mixture until well blended, 

Refrigerate dough from 1 to 24 hours depending on 
your schedule. 

Roll one-half of dough on lightly floured board to 1 /4- 
inch thick. If it is sticky, put some flour on your hands, 
Cut with 3 to 5 inch dinosaur cookie cutter, Place on 
ungreased baking sheet. Add chocolate chips, laying 
them sideways around the back and down the tail of 
cookie and one for the eye, Repeat with remaining 
dough, Bake in preheated 350 degree oven for 12 to 18 
minutes or until golden brown, Cool slightly before removing to wire racks to cool com- 
pletely. 

Note: When refrigerating dough, cover with plastic wrap and drape with a dish tow 
el. Let the dough soften again before rolling out. 

Measuring flour: Flour does not have to be sifted if lightly stirred and spooned into a 
dry measuring cup. Fill the cup, then level it off with a straight edge (knife or spatula),
